Lincoin, Aurora lawyer and Sorist, 
was found sane by a jury here tonight.

Chicago broke all registratign rec- 
orda yesterday, sending its total num- 
ber of éligible voters to 1,068,169. 

This was accomplished by the en- 
:}roliment of 499,463 men and women 

yesterday. 
regiatered on Oct. 4, the first day of 
registration in 1924, they made an 
army ef.

This compares with 
the previous highest registration of 
938,816, the number on the books be- 
fore the new registration and with 804.- 
648, the total new régistration in 1922, 
the last year in which there was a new 
general registration.

.Previously unrevised registration’ fig- 
ures have gone above the million mark

It affords the possaibil- 
ity of the next jury freaing Lincoln 
om the theory he was insane when he 
ynurdered the two, but has sines re 
covered his sanity. 

This decision was what Lincoin— 
but not his counsel—wanted. He had 
objected to his lawyers’ conténtion 
that he was insane. 

He appeared pleased when the clerk 
read aloud the verdict. Yet he would 
make no comment. 

“I have nothing to say for publica- 
tion,” he repeated twice, then Was 
taken back to his cell.

tries. 

Ends Money Wasters. 


The Nationalist administration con- 
fined itself only to a discontinuance of 
those state enterprises wasting money 
and to curtailing the scope of those 
found unduly interfering with outside 
business. In retaining several state 
enterprises the Nationalists did so on 
the ground that their existence was 
teneficial in coping with private trusts, 
which had fought successfully all 
other methods of regulation. State en- 
terprises failing were abandoned, to 
quote the words of R. T. Ball, the 
state's minister of works, “ with great 
benefit to the treasury and immense 
indirect benefit to the community.” 

Under this policy the government’s 
first step was to remove the state 
from the bakery business. -The state 
bakery, which supplied bread at a loss 
to private customers through local

PARTMENT dwellers in _ cities 
have learned a new trick 
in storing sweet potatoes. 
They are handicapped when
